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INTRODUCTION 


Repeatedly  one  reads  and  hears  of  larger  Mennonite  family  re¬ 
unions.  It  has  often  been  suggested  that  the  Swiss- Volhynian 
Kaufman  group  should  also  get  together  and  at  least  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  each  other.  Smaller  Kaufman  groups  have  from 
time  to  time  done  this  but  so  far  no  larger  Kaufman  family  re¬ 
union  had  been  arranged  for.  Early  in  1963  the  four  families,  of 
the  PETER  AND  FRENI  STRAUSZ  KAUFMAN  family,  now 
living  on  the  Bethel  College  campus  got  together  to  talk  about 
such  a  possibility.  They  all  seemed  to  agree  that  this  should  have 
been  done  long  ago  while  some  of  the  older  members  were  still 
living.  But  better  late  than  never  and  so  it  was  decided  to  try 
and  arrange  for  it  in  the  summer  of  1963. 

The  four  involved  were  Peter  R.  and  Linda  (Mueller)  Kaufman, 
Verna  (Kaufman)  and  husband  Erwin  C.  Goering,  Lena  (Stucky) 
and  husband  Peter  M.  Schroeder,  and  Ed.  G.  Kaufman.  After 
some  discussion  and  consultation  with  others  living  elsewhere,  it 
was  decided  to  try  and  arrange  for  such  a  reunion  to  be  held  at 
noon  of  June  23,  1963,  to  convene  on  the  Bethel  College  Campus. 

The  group  felt  it  would  be  too  big  an  undertaking  to  include  all 
the  Swiss-Volhynian  Kaufmans  in  the  first  effort  of  this  kind. 
Although  they  are  all  related  as  descendants  of  Peter  and  Elisabeth 
(Graber)  Kaufman  as  indicated  on  the  KAUFMAN  FAMILY 
TREE  prepared  by  J.  J.  Krehbiel  and  J.  C.  Stucky  in  1913,  and 
1936,  by  now  they  have  greatly  increased  in  numbers  and  are 
scattered  far  and  wide  even  though  most  of  them  still  live  in 
Kansas  and  South  Dakota.  The  future  possibility  of  such  an 
undertaking  requires  wider  consultation  and  participation,  as  well 
as  more  time  for  preparation  than  was  now  available. 

The  above  referred  to  committee  had  repeated  meetings  and 
decided  that  perhaps  the  main  purpose  of  our  first  meeting  should 
be  to  get  our  own  Family  Record  up  to  date  as  much  as  possible 
and  to  get  acquainted  with  each  other.  The  undersigned  was 
asked  to  assemble  this  Family  Record  and  the  others  agreed  to 
serve  as  an  advisory  committee  and  cooperate  in  every  way,  be¬ 
sides  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  reunion  arrangements  and 
a  short  program  in  connection  therewith.  It  is  in  this  way  that 
work  on  the  Family  Record  was  begun. 

A  word  of  appreciation  and  thanks  is  in  order  to  all  who  have 
given  time  and  effort  in  gathering  and  submitting  pertinent  infor- 
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mation.  Without  the  help  of  many  this  sort  of  undertaking  would 
become  impossible.  Much  effort  has  been  put  forth  to  have  the 
data  involved  as  nearly  correct  as  possible,  but  even  so,  no  doubt 
some  errors  have  crept  in.  The  undersigned  would  be  grateful 
for  all  corrections  submitted  in  the  hope  that  they  might  be  made 
use  of  in  possible  future  revised  editions,  if  and  when  such  may  be 
undertaken. 

There  is  more  than  one  purpose  of  such  a  Family  Record.  It 
should,  of  course,  help  us  become  better  acquainted  with  each 
other  and  so  serve  to  preserve  family  consciousness,  unity  and 
integrity.  It  will  also  remind  us  of  the  great  price  our  fathers  paid 
for  their  faith.  Becoming  better  acquainted  and  more  aware  of 
this  priceless  heritage  should  also  make  for  greater  appreciation 
of  it  on  our  part.  This  has  reference  to  the  Christian  faith  as  they 
understood  and  lived  it,  more  especially  to:  freedom  of  conscience, 
democracy  and  the  high  worth  of  individual  personality,  separation 
of  church  and  state,  believers’  baptism,  the  church  as  the  body  of 
Christ  and  composed  of  persons  on  a  voluntary  basis,  and  in  our 
military  age  especially  their  refusal  to  participate  in  war  and  their 
insistence  upon  “love  of  enemy”  as  one  of  the  chief  characteristics 
of  the  Christian.  Some  of  these  items  are  quite  universally  accept¬ 
ed  today  by  Christians,  and  even  “refusal  to  participate  in  war”  is 
also  increasingly  becoming  recognized  as  absolutely  essential  if  man¬ 
kind  is  finally  to  survive  on  earth.  May  this  Family  Record  make 
us  all  more  conscious  of  our  particular  mission  in  this  respect  in 
these  critical  times,  and  may  the  God  of  Peace  help  us  all  to  be 
ever  more  true  and  faithful  to  the  Prince  of  Peace,  our  Lord  and 
Savior,  Jesus  Christ.  EGK

THE  SWISS  VOLHYNIAN  MENNONITE 

BACKGROUND 


Introduction  to  Part  I 

During  the  Reformation  Period,  beginning  in  Switzerland  the 
Anabaptist  movement  spread  very  rapidly.  We  are  here  not  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  total  movement  but  only  in  a  small  sector  of  the  same, 
namely  the  Swiss-Volhynian  group  at  present  located  mainly  in 
South  Dakota  and  Kansas.  The  Peter  and  Freni  Strausz  Kaufman 
family  belongs  to  this  cultural  group.  This  background  is  there¬ 
fore  pertinent  to  this  Family  Record. 


THE  SWISS  VOLHYNIAN  MENNONITE  BACKGROUND 


In  Switzerland 

Our  story  begins  in  Switzerland.  In  the  history  of  Anabaptism 
the  early  decades  of  the  16th  century  were  decisive.  During  the 
time  of  the  Reformation,  the  Anabaptist  group  at  Zurich  was 
probably  the  first  one  to  constitute  itself  a  brotherhood  alongside 
the  prevailing  church.  The  leaders  Conrad  Grebel,  Felix  Manz 
and  George  Blaurock  were  friends  of  Zwingli  but  as  soon  as  he 
sponsored  the  establishment  of  a  state  church  and  placed  the 
religious  leadership  in  the  hands  of  the  temporal  government, 
they  broke  with  him.1 

On  January  18,  1525  the  baptism  of  infants  was  made  obligatory 
by  the  Zurich  city  council.  A  few  days  later  on  January  25,  Grebel, 
Manz  and  Blaurock  openly  confessed  and  confirmed  their  expe¬ 
rience  of  salvation  by  baptizing  each  other.  Within  about  a  week 
some  thirty-five  persons  were  baptized  in  the  nearby  village  of 
Zollikon,  constituting  the  first  congregation.  With  fiery  zeal  they 
promoted  their  newly  found  faith  and  thriving  congregations  devel¬ 
oped  not  only  in  Zurich,  but  also  in  Basel,  St.  Gall,  and  Bern,  and 
in  adjoining  German  speaking  lands. 

The  consequence  was  not  only  a  great  revival,  but  also  very 
cruel  persecution  which  lasted  more  than  two  centuries  in  Switzer¬ 
land.  Zurich  was  the  first  to  institute  violent  suppression.  The 
first  death  sentence,  imposed  by  Protestants  upon  a  Protestant, 
for  freedom  of  religion  and  conscience  was  carried  out  by  drown¬ 
ing  Felix  Manz  in  Zurich  on  January  5,  1527. 

In  1527  the  Protestant  towns  of  Zurich,  Bern,  Basel,  St.  Gall, 
and  Constance  united  and  adopted  a  common  policy  against  the 
Anabaptists.  Much  misery  and  bloodshed  followed.  Anabaptism 
was  made  a  capital  crime. 

In  the  Canton  of  Bern 

Since  the  Swiss-Volhynian  Mennonites  originally  largely  came 
from  the  Canton  of  Bern  in  Switzerland,  we  turn  to  it.  The  first 
Anabaptist  trial  in  Bern  was  held  on  May  24,  1529.  As  time  went 
on,  severe  fines,  confiscation  of  property,  long  imprisonment,  fear¬ 
ful  torture,  branding,  scourging,  exile,  being  sold  as  galley  slaves, 
banishment,  and  the  death  penalty  by  drowning,  dungeon,  fire 
and  sword  were  imposed  by  the  authorities.  The  Martyrs’  Mirror 
names  40  persons  martyred  to  death  in  Bern  alone  between  1529 
and  1571. 2 

The  Bernese  Anabaptists  were  simple  believers  accepting  the 
Bible  but  placing  the  New  Testament  above  the  Old;  holding  to 
separation  of  church  and  state;  insisting  on  freedom  of  religion 
and  conscience;  demanding  that  each  congregation  be  allowed  to 
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choose  its  own  ministers  by  vote  and  lot,  and  ordain  them;  used 
the  apostolic  church  as  its  model  which  was  not  allied  with  the 
state  and  was  made  up  of  voluntary  personal  followers  of  Jesus 
and  practiced  adult  believers’  baptism. 

The  Bernese  government,  on  the  other  hand,  was  determined 
to  maintain  control  over  all  religious  faith  and  life  of  its  subjects, 
regulating  everything  so  as  to  effect  unity  of  the  church  and  the 
salvation  of  the  masses.  Hence  infant  baptism  was  declared  com¬ 
pulsory,  oaths  were  insisted  upon,  the  sacredness  of  state  offices 
was  stressed,  and  finally  the  persecution  of  Anabaptists  was  de¬ 
manded. 

Many  conferences  and  disputations  were  held  in  the  hope  of 
convincing  the  Anabaptists  of  their  error,  but  to  no  avail.  Perse¬ 
cution  got  more  severe  but  the  Anabaptists  increased.  The  Bern 
government  issued  mandate  after  mandate,  and  finally  created  a 
special  Anabaptist  Commission  to  deal  with  them  and  after  filling 
the  ordinary  prisons  even  constructed  a  special  building  for  their 
imprisonment.  Persecution  became  so  severe  that  in  1659  the 
Dutch  government,  at  the  request  of  the  Dutch  Mennonites,  inter¬ 
ceded  and  pled  for  them,  offering  to  help  them  migrate.  Many 
left  for  Moravia,  Holland,  South  Germany,  France,  and  elsewhere. 

In  South  Germany 

Already  as  early  as  1671  some  700  Swiss  families  fled  to  South 
Germany.  Among  these  was  one  Jost  Krahenbiihl  (Krehbiel). 
At  the  same  time  or  soon  thereafter  others  followed,  such  as: 
Ziiricher  (those  earlier  from  Zurich,  later  Zerger) ,  Mueller,  Kauf¬ 
man,  Schrag,  Gering,  Stucky,  etc.  Seemingly  not  all  the  families 
we  are  concerned  with  here  (the  later  Swiss-Volhynian  group), 
migrated  to  South  Germany;  some  just  crossed  the  border  of  Swit¬ 
zerland  and  settled  in  Montbeliard  (Moempelgard) ,  France.  These 
we  shall  consider  in  the  next  section. 

Those  in  South  Germany  settled  not  far  from  Worms  and  Mann¬ 
heim.  The  population  in  this  area  was  greatly  depleted  by  the 
Thirty  Years  War.  So  they  were  welcomed  but  still  only  as  here¬ 
tics  and  with  restrictions.  They  were  allowed  freedom  of  worship 
but  not  to  build  their  own  church  buildings.  They  were  not 
allowed  to  meet  in  groups  of  more  than  twenty  members.  Trying 
to  convert  their  neighbors  was  forbidden.  They  were  denied  the 
right  to  live  in  cities.  Marriage  required  the  consent  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment.  However,  they  prospered  and  soon  became  known  as 
Die  Stillen  im  Lande  (the  quiet  in  the  land).  Gradually  they 
spread  out  more  and  more,  and  slowly  adopted  the  South  German 
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language  and  culture,  which  of  course  was  not  too  different  in  the 
first  place.  However  this  was  not  a  unified  group,  as  many  were 
Amish,  hence  more  conservative  than  others. 

In  time,  due  to  economic  and  political  pressure  Mennonites  from 
South  Germany  began  to  migrate.  Some  came  to  Lancaster,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  even  before  the  American  Revolution.  In  1870  Joseph  II, 
of  Austria  invited  German  farmers  to  settle  the  land  he  had  gained 
in  the  division  of  Poland.  Among  those  who  responded  to  this 
invitation  were  some  twenty-six  Swiss-German  Mennonite  families 
who  later  migrated  to  Russia  and  finally  found  their  way  to  the 
province  Volhynia.3 

In  France 

As  indicated  earlier,  some  of  our  people  leaving  Switzerland 
because  of  persecution  settled  in  Montbeliard  (Moempelgard) , 
France,  in  about  1671  or  soon  thereafter.  Among  them  was  the 
progenitor  of  our  Kaufman  line.  Here  too  they  found  some 
restrictions.  They  were  allowed  their  own  cemeteries,  but  were 
not  allowed  to  build  their  own  churches.  The  Swiss  dialect 
was  continued,  probably  because  the  French  was  so  different. 
They  engaged  largely  in  their  Swiss  occupations  of  dairy  farming 
and  cheese  making.  The  Montbeliard  Mennonite  church,  which 
still  exists,  was  then  Amish. 

In  the  later  part  of  the  eighteenth  century,  although  they  had 
good  relations  with  the  government,  their  neighbors  were  not 
happy  that  they  refused  to  do  military  service.  The  Napoleonic 
wars  were  in  progress  and  that  people  were  not  happy  with  Men¬ 
nonite  neighbors  who  refused  to  participate  in  military  service,  is 
understandable.  So  in  1790  and  1791  groups  left  for  Polish  Austria 
in  search  of  new  opportunities.4  Mennonite  names  at  Montbeliard 
were:  Schwartz,  Roth,  Graber,  Gering,  Kaufman,  Stucky,  Flick- 
inger,  Rupp,  Sutter,  etc. 

In  Polish  Austria 

As  indicated  earlier  Joseph  II  of  Austria  invited  German  farm¬ 
ers  to  settle  some  of  his  newly  acquired  lands.  Over  3000  families 
went  to  Austria,  among  them  were  some  26  Mennonite  families. 
Mennonites  here  were  given  religious  freedom,  ten-year  tax  exemp¬ 
tion,  military  exemption,  and  some  financial  assistance.5  Others  fol¬ 
lowed  and  founded  the  village  of  Falkenstein.  Later  some  18  more 
Mennonite  families  joined  them  and  founded  the  village  of  Ein- 
siedel.  Both  Falkenstein  and  Einsiedel  were  not  far  from  Lemberg. 
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Others  came  later  and  founded  the  village  Rosenberg.  Names 
among  the  Mennonites  in  Austria  were:  Krehbiel,  Muendelheim, 
Schrag,  Albrecht,  Brubacher,  Maurer,  Mueller,  Schmidt,  Zerger, 
etc.  The  three  villages  of  Falkenstein,  Einsiedel,  and  Rosenberg 
later  also  formed  the  beginning  of  the  Galician  Mennonite  settle¬ 
ment. 

A  Montbeliard  Mennonite  group  left  France  in  1790-1791. 
According  to  a  passport  issued  at  this  time  this  party  included 
Moses  Goering,  John  Graber,  John  Lichti,  Peter  Kaufman  and 
his  wife  Elisabeth  Graber  Kaufman,  and  Anna  Rothe.  Peter 
Kaufman  and  Elisabeth  Graber  are  the  ancestors  of  the  present 
Swiss-Volhynian  Kaufman  descendants  now  located  mostly  in 
Kansas  and  South  Dakota,  including  the  later  Peter  Kaufman 
and  Freni  Strausz  Kaufman  whose  Family  Record  especially  con¬ 
cerns  us  here.  (For  a  copy  of  passport  see  pages  16-17.)  The 
passport  states  the  group  was  to  enter  the  service  of  Prince  Adam 
Czartorinsky,  Great  General  of  Podolia.  It  is  assumed  that  means 
they  were  to  live  on  his  lands. 

In  Russia 

The  Mennonites  among  themselves  also  had  some  difficulties. 
We  have  already  referred  to  the  fact  that  some  of  them  were 
Amish.  These  stressed  hooks  and  eyes  while  others  were  more 
liberal  in  matters  of  clothing.  There  also  was  difficulty  among 
the  leaders.  A  third  source  of  trouble  was  the  beginning  of  govern¬ 
ment  restrictions  on  Mennonite  religious  liberty.  However,  the 
decisive  element  in  the  decision  of  the  more  conservative  group  to 
migrate  to  Russia  was  the  invitation  of  some  of  the  Hutterian 
Brethren  there  to  join  them  in  the  Bruderhof.  Accordingly  some 
eleven  families  formerly  from  South  Germany,  left  Poland  in  1795 
for  the  Hutterian  Bruderhof  near  Vishenka  in  the  Russian  Province 
of  Chernigov. 

Adjustment  to  the  life  in  the  Bruderhof,  however,  was  not  easy. 
So  after  something  like  a  year  the  group  left  the  Bruderhof  again. 
During  their  stay  here  some  Schrag  girls  married  Hutterite  men. 
One  of  them  later,  as  a  widow,  returned  to  her  people  with  three 
Waldner  boys,  so  adding  that  name  to  the  Swiss-Volhynian  group. 

It  is  not  too  clear  where  the  group  went  when  they  left  the 
Bruderhof.  V ery  likely  some  returned  to  Poland  while  others 
migrated  to  Michalin,  Russia,  where  Prussian  Mennonites  were 
already  located.  Here  a  Wedel  boy  married  into  the  Swiss  group 
and  joined  them.  In  about  1802  both  the  Prussian  and  the  Swiss 
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groups  migrated  to  Volhynia.  The  Swiss  locating  at  Berezina  near 
Dubno,  the  Prussian  group  going  to  Ostrog.  Because  the  govern¬ 
ment  was  building  a  dam  near  here  the  Swiss  soon  moved  to 
Vignansky,  only  about  two  miles  from  where  they  were. 

The  group  from  Montbeliard,  France,  finally  settled  at  Michels¬ 
dorf,  close  to  Warsaw  (or  possibly  Lubin) — perhaps  to  give  these 
Swiss  dairy  farmers  a  market  for  their  cheese.  The  list  here  includes 
Albrecht,  Bergthold,  Flickinger,  Graber,  Gering,  Gordia,  Hubin, 
Hetinger,  Kaufman,  Maurer,  Muendelheim,  Ratzlaff,  Roth,  Rupp, 
Stucky,  Sutter,  Zuck,  etc.  Several  Lutheran  families  also  joined, 
such  as:  Senner,  Schwartz,  Wolkart.  An  orphan  boy  Voran  was 
adopted  by  Muendelheim. 

The  soil  at  Michelsdorf  was  poor  and  so  the  group  moved  to  a 
village  near  Vignansky,  named  Eduardsdorf.  Here  then  the  Swiss- 
South  German  and  the  Swiss-French  were  merged  into  one  group 
again.  Although  their  dialects  to  this  day  differ  a  bit,  such  as 
Weize  and  Weeze  for  wheat,  Heim  and  Heern  for  Home,  Schtein 
and  Schteen  for  stone,  etc. 

Eduardsdorf  grew  and  had  the  following  names:  Albrecht, 
Flickinger,  Goering,  Krehbiel,  Miller,  Preheim,  Ries,  Schrag, 
Stucky,  Sutter,  Voran,  Wedel,  and  Zerger.  These  were  joined  by 
Archelus,  Strausz,  and  Waldner.  Preachers  here  were:  John 
Albrecht,  Joseph  Schrag,  John  Miller,  John  Goering,  John  Schrag, 
Jacob  Stucky.  In  1861  the  majority  migrated  to  Neumanufka 
and  Kotozufka. 

Some  Michelsdorf  people  settled  near  Horodisch  and  Wald¬ 
heim  in  1873.  In  Waldheim  they  owned  their  own  land,  appar¬ 
ently  for  the  first  time  since  Switzerland. 

In  1860  Czar  Alexander  II  in  order  to  bring  about  more  equal¬ 
ity  between  nobility  and  peasants,  issued  the  Emancipation  Code. 
Among  other  things,  this  made  available  to  Russian  peasants  large 
tracts  of  land  at  reasonable  prices.  Accordingly,  in  1861  the  now 
enlarged  Eduardsdorf  settlement  moved  about  100  miles  east  to 
the  villages  of  Neumanofka  and  Kotozufka  where  they  purchased 
land  and  divided  it  among  the  members.  A  church  building  was 
erected  between  the  two  villages  which  became  the  center  of  the 
community  and  the  two  villages  became  one  under  the  name  of 
Kotozufka.  This  church  has  been  known  as  the  Stucky  church 
since  their  elder  was  Jacob  Stucky.  Here  David  Dirks  and  Fredrick 
Ortman  joined  the  group. 

So  in  1860  there  were  four  congregations  of  Swiss-Mennonites 
in  Volhynia  province:  Horodisch,  Waldheim,  Kotozufka,  and 
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Zahorits.  The  Zahorits  settlement  was  composed  of  people  who  had 
not  taken  part  in  the  movement  from  Eduardsdorf  to  Kotozufka.6 

Life  in  Russia 

Our  people  in  Russia  lived  in  villages  surrounding  the  above 
mentioned  four  churches,  with  about  30  to  40  families  in  each 
village.  To  begin  with,  living  quarters  were  very  simple  and  primi¬ 
tive  but  were  gradually  improved  as  people  were  able.  Each 
village  had  its  orchard  and  well-kept  gardens.  At  the  center  of 
the  village  was  the  school  or  church.  Tall  trees  surrounded  the 
entire  village.  Dwellings  were  all  of  similar  style.  In  all  villages, 
except  Waldheim  and  Kotozufka,  the  land  was  rented  or  leased 
for  25  year  periods.  In  time  considerable  difference  in  economic 
status  of  various  families  developed. 

Each  village  had  its  blacksmiths,  weavers  and  carpenters,  but 
the  majority  of  the  residents  were  farmers.  Farming  was  simple 
with  primitive  implements  such  as:  iron-pointed  plow  and  har¬ 
row,  wagon,  scythe,  and  sickle.  Field  work  was  done  with  horses, 
of  which  a  small  farmer  had  two,  a  larger  one  perhaps  six.  Each 
farmer  had  from  two  to  a  dozen  cows.  Pastureland  was  held  in 
common  and  the  herder  took  care  of  the  village  herd. 

Seeding  was  done  by  broadcasting.  Only  small  portions  of  crops 
were  sold.  Rye,  wheat,  buckwheat,  oats,  millet,  flax,  and  potatoes 
were  raised.  The  entire  family  worked  at  harvest  time  which  took 
weeks  to  complete.  Threshing  was  done  in  winter,  by  a  flail. 
Clothing  was  mostly  homespun,  and  furniture  also  was  homemade. 

Continuous  moving  was  not  conducive  for  a  good  school  system. 
Only  the  elementary  branches  were  taught.  Often  the  preacher 
was  also  the  teacher.  The  need  for  children’s  help  in  the  kitchen 
and  on  the  farm,  besides  the  Amish  prejudice  against  education, 
kept  it  at  a  minimum. 

When  a  new  village  was  started  the  church  meetings  were  held 
in  the  homes  until  a  building  could  be  erected.  The  church 
V or  stand  (Council)  was  composed  of  preachers,  deacons  and 
V  or  sanger  (song  leader).  A  ministerial  vacancy  was  filled  by 
vote  and  lot.  Church  services  lasted  two  and  three  hours.  Often 
one  hour  was  used  for  singing  for  which  the  Ausbund  was  used. 
The  services  consisted  of  prayer,  sermon  and  testimony,  besides 
singing.  The  day  before  Good  Friday  was  fast  day.  The  Lord’s 
supper  and  feet-washing  were  observed  on  Good  Friday.  Church 
attendance  was  taken  for  granted.  Church  discipline  was  strict.7 
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To  America 

In  1870  the  Czar  announced  plans  to  require  military  service  of 
all  Russian  young  men.  A  delegation  was  sent  to  plead  with  the 
Czar  but  did  not  even  get  to  meet  him.  Hence  it  was  realized 
that  a  new  solution  to  the  problem  must  again  be  looked  for — 
perhaps  migration.  Thus  finally  in  1874  the  Swiss- Volhynian 
Mennonites,  consisting  of  159  families,  migrated  to  America,  settling 
around  Freeman,  South  Dakota,  and  Moundridge,  Kansas.  A 
little  later  a  settlement  was  also  established  at  Pretty  Prairie,  Kan. 

In  spite  of  many  hardships  in  the  pioneer  years  in  America, 
these  people  worked  hard,  were  thrifty,  and  as  a  whole,  led  God¬ 
fearing  lives  in  their  new  home.

From  their  number  have  come 
various  Conference  officers  and  board  members,  mission  and  relief 
workers,  college  administrators  and  government  officials.  In  sacred 
memory  of  the  heritage  transmitted  at  great  cost  by  our  fore¬ 
fathers,  and  in  sincere  gratitude  to  God  for  the  many  blessings 
that  have  come  to  us  in  our  beloved  America — it  behooves  this 
generation  to  put  forth  consecrated  effort  to  continue  building  on 
their  fathers’  foundation  “For  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay 
than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ”  1  Cor.  3:11.

KAUFFMANN,  Mathys,  of  Kricgstetten,  Solothurn,  Switzerland,  was 
one  of  the  Anabaptist  preachers  held  in  chains  in  the  newly  built  peniten¬ 
tiary  and  orphanage  in  Bern,  who  were  considered  the  most  important 
preachers  and  ringleaders  (see  Bern  in  Encyclopedia).  From  March  3, 
1659,  to  Sept.  10,  1660,  Kauffmann  was  there.  Efforts  of  the  council  and 
clergy  to  convert  him  were  in  vain.  On  Jan.  20,  1660,  the  appointed  per¬ 
sons  “betook  themselves  to  the  Anabaptist  business”  in  the  penitentiary 
to  give  the  Anabaptists  an  examination.  On  16  points  the  prisoners  had 
to  give  an  account,  covering  doctrine,  communion,  baptism,  and  attitude 
to  government.  All  remained  true  to  their  convictions.  Kauffmann  had 
been  seized  at  Koppingen  in  the  Canton  of  Bern,  at  his  daughter's  home. 
Now  he  besought  the  council  to  release  him  because  he  wanted  to  go  to 
Solothurn.  According  to  a  decision  of  the  council  of  June  15,  1660,  the 
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prisoners  were  to  be  banished.  On  August  27  they  were  again  cross- 
examined,  but  they  still  persisted  in  their  opinion,  no  matter  what  one 
tried  with  them.  Kauffmann  was  then  taken  to  the  border  via  Briigg 
with  the  others  on  Sept.  10,  1660,  and  banished.  S.G.

The  Name  Kaufman

A  prolific  Mennonite  and  Amish  family,  originating  apparently  in 
Steffisberg,  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland.  One  of  the  early  Mennonite 
settlers  in  Lancaster  County,  Pa.,  was  Andrew  Kauffman,  who  came  in 
1717  from  Friesenheim,  Palatinate,  to  which  place  he  had  earlier  come 
from  Steffisberg.  The  Palatinate  Mennonite  census  lists  of  the  late  17th 
and  early  18th  century  contain  a  number  of  Kauffman  families,  and  as 
late  as  1936  there  were  as  many  as  44  Kaufmanns  in  nine  congregations 
in  South  Germany.  Another  line  of  Swiss  Kauffmanns  emigrated  to  Al¬ 
sace,  and  Montbeliard  about  the  same  time,  of  which  there  were  still  in 
1954,  20  Kauffmann  families  in  seven  congregations  in  France,  including 
a  preacher  at  Belfort.  Around  1800  several  of  these  Kauffmann  families 
(Amish)  joined  the  migration  to  Galicia  and  Volhynia  (1803)  (Michels- 
dorf,  Eduardsdorf,  Horodisch)  and  finally  came  from  there  to  Kansas 
(Moundridge)  and  South  Dakota  (Freeman). 

The  direct  immigration  of  Kauffmans  from  the  Palatinate  to  America 
began  with  Isaac  and  Andrew  Kauffman,  who  settled  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pa.,  in  1717.

Introduction  to  Part  III 

Here  we  begin  with  a  picture  of  the  Grandparents  Peter  and 
Freni  Strausz  Kaufman  and  their  farm  home  in  Kansas,  followed 
by  a  brief  characterization  uAs  I  Remember  Them.”  Then  comes 
the  genealogy  of  the  family.  A  word  should  be  said  about  the 
symbols  used  for  identification  purposes.  Capital  Roman  numerals, 
such  as  I  II  III  etc.,  are  used  to  indicate  the  children  of  Peter 
and  Freni  Strausz  Kaufman,  in  the  order  of  their  birth.  These 
same  Roman  numerals  are  then  again  used  to  identify  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  families  of  these  respective  persons.  The  second 
generation  is  given  capital  alphabetical  identification,  such  as  A  B 
C  etc.,  in  the  order  of  their  birth.  The  third  generation  is  identi¬ 
fied  by  Arabic  numerals,  such  as  1  2  3  4  etc.,  in  order  of  birth. 
The  fourth  generation  by  small  alphabetical  letters,  such  as  a  b  c  d 
etc.,  and  the  fifth  generation  by  Arabic  numbers  in  parenthesis, 
such  as  (1)  (2)  etc.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  identification 
symbol  once  given  a  person  is  again  repeated  to  identify  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  families  of  these  respective  persons,  and  the  identifying 
symbol  assigned  to  a  person  having  died  without  posterity  is  also 
dropped  with  the  name  and  is  not  repeated.

Grandparents  Peter  Kaufman  Kansas  Farm  Home,  McPherson 
County,  Mound  Twp.,  NYV^-8-21-2.  Originally  was  not  so  large.

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AS  I  REMEMBER  THEM 

During  my  childhood  we  lived  one  mile  south  of  the  Peter 
Kaufman,  Sr.,  grandparents’  home.  Naturally  we  and  other  rela¬ 
tives  often  visited  there  and  were  privileged  to  enjoy  their  friendly 
hospitality  which  always  had  something  special  for  the  grand¬ 
children.  Grandpa’s  name  was  Peter,  and  he  was  the  son  of 
Reverend  Peter  and  Maria  Preheim  Kaufman.  Peter  in  Russian 
diminutive  is  Petruschka,  so  in  the  community  Grandpa  was  known 
as  Petritski,  and  his  children  as  Petritski’s  Lena,  Petritski’s  John,  etc. 

He  was  a  kindly,  friendly,  spiritually  minded  person.  Family  devo¬ 
tions  of  singing,  scripture  reading  and  kneeling  prayer  by  the  en¬ 
tire  family,  morning  and  evening,  was  a  regular  practice.  In 
Sunday  church  services  it  was  customary  for  the  minister  to  call 
upon  one  of  the  older  brethren  to  lead  the  congregation  in  the  clos¬ 
ing  prayer.  Often  Grandpa  was  asked  to  do  this,  to  which  he  re¬ 
sponded  with  a  simple,  childlike,  sincere  and  moving  prayer. 

During  the  early  years  of  this  century  the  United  States  and 
Mexico  had  various  disputes  over  questions  of  boundary  and  other 
matters.  One  day  while  in  Moundridge  on  business,  Grandpa  heard 
some  discussion  of  possible  war  between  the  two  countries.  On  the 
way  home  he  stopped  in  at  our  house  to  talk  things  over  with  my 
father,  his  oldest  son.  Although  just  a  child,  I  vividly  remember 
how  concerned  and  moved  he  was  about  the  possibility  of  war. 
Having  left  Russia  at  great  cost  and  sacrifice,  not  many  years  ear¬ 
lier,  because  of  refusal  to  participate  in  war,  could  it  be  that  this 
curse  must  be  faced  again  so  soon,  even  in  America?  And  if  so, 
what  should  or  what  could  be  done  about  it?  Father  tried  to  quiet 
him  by  pointing  out  that  so  far  this  was  only  rumor  and  in  any  case 
Grandpa  was  beyond  military  age.  “But  that  is  just  the  point,” 
Grandpa  replied,  “we  undertook  this  difficult  trek  to  America  not 
for  my  sake  but  to  keep  the  descendants  from  this  bloody  curse 
(blutiche  Fluch).”  And  speaking  of  cost  and  difficulties  he  did  not 
refer  primarily  to  finances — one  child  was  buried  at  Peabody  and 
another  one  at  Halstead  soon  after  arrival. 

On  one  occasion  Grandpa  and  I  tried  to  drive  an  obstinate  cow 
in  a  certain  direction  while  she  insisted  in  going  the  opposite  way. 
Both  of  us  ran  as  fast  as  we  could  but  she  still  got  away.  However, 
what  surprised  me  was  that  Grandpa,  to  my  great  chagrin,  far  out¬ 
ran  me.  In  other  words  he  was  physically  strong  and  healthy.  I 
do  not  remember  him  ever  to  have  been  sick  until  his  final  illness 
which  was  serious  and  of  short  duration.  His  death  was  the  first  of 
someone  so  close  that  I  remember,  and  it  really  shook  me  up  greatly. 
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Haunting  questions  bothering  me  were:  What  is  death?  What  is 
immortality?  How  can  a  person  be  buried  and  yet  live?  Where 
and  what  is  heaven  and  how  can  people  carry  on  there  without  a 
body?  My  mother,  finally  concerned  with  my  concern,  helpfully 
suggested  that  a  Christian  accepts  some  things  on  faith. 

Grandma  was  physically  a  small  person.  For  many  years  she 
was  in  ill  health  so  that  she  could  not  even  do  her  housework, 
although  she  lived  eight  years  longer  than  Grandpa.  I  remember 
her  as  rather  exacting,  meticulously  neat,  with  everything  in  its 
particular  place.  She  was  more  free  to  admonish  and  correct  us 
grandchildren  than  Grandpa.  Yet  she  was  reserved  and  rather 
reticent.  Whether  all  this  had  anything  to  do  with  the  fact  that 
she  was  a  Strausz,  who  some  generations  earlier  were  Lutherans, 
and  still  further  back,  according  to  tradition,  maybe  were  poor 
persecuted  Jews,  I  do  not  know.  I  do  remember  being  impressed 
by  her  devotion  to  the  Bible  and  her  prayerful  concern  that  the 
grandchildren  should  have  a  Christian  upbringing.  Grandpa  loved 
to  sing;  Grandma  loved  flowers,  especially  portulaca  (moss  rose), 
and  always  had  a  mass  of  these  “flowers  of  paradise”  in  the  front 
yard. 

In  every  way  the  descendants  of  Peter  and  Freni  Strausz  Kauf¬ 
man  have  great  reason  to  be  very  thankful  for  the  rich  heritage 
these  ancestors  of  theirs  have  bequeathed  to  them  by  way  of  their 
exemplary  Christian  faith  and  life.

FAMILY  REUNION,  1963 

The  first  Peter  and  Freni  Strausz  Kaufman  family  reunion  was 
held  in  the  Memorial  Hall,  Bethel  College,  North  Newton,  Kansas, 
on  June  23,  1963.  Some  250  persons  gathered  for  a  noon  luncheon 
and  afternoon  program.  The  weather  was  comfortably  cool,  many 
acquaintances  were  made  or  renewed,  and  a  good  time  was  en¬ 
joyed  by  all.  Several  families  from  out-of-state  were  present. 

The  committee  responsible  for  this  first  reunion  was  composed 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Peter  R.  Kaufman;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Erwin  C. 
Goering;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  P.  M.  Schroeder;  and  Ed.  G.  Kaufman; 
all  living  on  the  college  campus.  For  the  afternoon  meeting,  Peter 
R.  Kaufman  served  as  chairman  and  Esther  Kaufman  Krehbiel  as 
secretary.  The  group  decided  to  try  and  meet  again  in  1966  and 
Roland  Kaufman  of  Moundridge,  was  elected  as  chairman  and 
Karolyn  Kaufman  Zerger  of  Salina  as  secretary.  These  officers 
are  to  arrange  the  next  meeting. 

A  group  picture,  included  herewith,  was  taken  after  the  noon 
luncheon  and  before  the  afternoon  program.  There  was  group  sing¬ 
ing.  A  Kaufman  men’s  chorus  sang  two  numbers.  The  main  address 
was  given  by  Dr.  Gordon  D.  Kaufman,  professor  of  theology  at  the 
Harvard  Divinity  School.  He  spoke  briefly  on  “The  Family  in  the 
Christian  Context.”  A  brief  report  on  the  Kaufman  family  history 
and  the  Family  Record  Book  to  be  published  in  the  near  future 
was  given  by  Dr.  Ed.
